SUBSIDIZED AIRSHIPS 


It may be said that thus year's trans-A tlantic flights of the G er­ 
m an airship, the Hindenburg, were in the nature of experiments 
and 
demonstrations* They have also been strong argum ents in favor of com­ 
mercial airship transportation. 
Unless international agreements can be made on a scheduled and 
regular airship service between the United States and Europe there may 
not be many more visits by the Hindenburg, 
Only by special and tem ­ 
porary permit has the great airship been allowed to land here and 
use the facilities of Lakehurst. 
A project for creating a Germ an-Am erican zeppelin service 
has 
been 
worked out in detail and discussed between Daniel C. Roper, sec­ 
retary of commerce, and Dr. Hugo Eekener, the worlds foremost au th o r­ 
ity on airship construction and operation. 
Most interesting are the dif­ 
ficulties which lie m the way of its realization. 
There must be treaties 
drawn, at a time when treaties are not easily made between this country 
and the nations of Europe. 
Congress must agree to pay part of the 
cost of constructing two American airships and a substantial subsidy on 
their operation. 
This involves the extension of the recent M erchant 
Marine Act to cover lighter-than-air craft engaged in foreign commence. 
G ranted th at these things can be done, it is said th at American I 
capital is reactv to back a regular airship service to Europe, with weekly 
sailings from both sides ot the Atlantic. 
But in the m eantime power- ! 
ful airplane interests are bidding for the same business. 
The success- \ 
ful flights of the Hindenburg have shown th at airships can carry p a s ­ 
sengers, freight and mail over the ocean, but it may be some time be- ' 
fore they are doing so to any considerable commercial extent.

SIMPLIFYING A LANGUAGE

There were and stil! are some 46 - 
000 Chinese characters used by the

thoughts. 
“Jimmy" at once had 
another idea: developing a Chinese 
alphabet, lessen the characters and 
simplify the language. 
He was m et with much opposition 
by the learned Chinese who thought 
that any such innovation would de- j 
xtroy the value of their work. "Jim ­ 
m y” was insistent, however, and he 
has now produced an alphabet of 
twelve hundred characters. 
He has 
enthused 
his fellow 
workers and 
they have established 
schools 
in 
China, which are attended daily and 
nightly by thousands of Chinese. 
In 
a few short years by his and hl> 
associates' work, there are now n ear­ 
ly ten per cent of the Chinese peo­ 
ple who can read and write. 
Even 
the aristocratic 
literati 
of
